Germany’s Treatment of Gerard. 

The open issue as to Germany’s 
treatment of Ambassador Gerard, which 
has caused much ill feeling here, ap- 
Pears to be cleared up. While offi- 
cials have had no word from Mr. Ger- 
ard since February 5, when he re- 
ported through Copenhagen that his 
departure was being delayed, they ac- 
cepted press dispatches today as to 
arrangements for his leaving tomor- 
row, and said that confirmation was 
expected through the slower official 
channels. 

Officials maintained absolute silence 
on Mr. Gerard's dgtention until today, 
when Secretary Lansing authorized the 
following statement: 

‘IT am very loath to believe that the

Was Subject of Debate. 


Senator Bankhead expressed himself 
as being surprised that it should be 
sought so to interpret the act. He

Officials of the 
line professed to feel no anxiety for 
her safety. There is one American pas- 
senger on the Adriatic. 

The American line announced tonight 
that no decision had beén reached as to 
the sailing of the steamships St. Louis 
and St. Paul, which have been indef- 
initely postponed. The crew of the St. 
Louis is still on board awaiting orders. 
The company flatly denied that it had 
been decided to mount guns on the St. 
Louis before she sailed.

February 9.—Herbert 
Cc. Hoover, chairman of the commis- 
sion for relief in Belgium, told mem- 
bers of the City club in an address 
today that there is no starvation in

would not be any “as long as the com- 
mission is given the funds to continue 
its work.’

approved and reported to the senate 
a bill to supplement the Adamson 
railroad law,: providing for investiga- 
tion of controversies on common car- 
riers and giving the president author- 
ity to take over railroad, telesraph 
and telephone lines in times of mili- 
tary necessity. There is po prohibition 
in the measure against the right to 
strike or lock out to which the rail- 
road brotherhoods have vigorously ob- 
jected, but there is a provision to pre- 
vent obstruction of the mails or oi in- 
terstate commerce. 

Chairman Newlands expects 
the bill up as soon as: possible. | 
much like that introduced in the nouse 
earlier in the week and may be passed 
at the present session. It is expected 
to meet the views of the administra- 
tion since it has become apparent that 
a more stringent bill virtually would 
have no chance of getting through De- 
fore adjournment. 

Under the terms of the bill, when 
the present federal mediation ana con- 
ciliation board fails to settle rail- 
road labor controversy, the president 
shall enlarge the board by the addition 
of one representative of the carriers 
and one of the men. The eniarged 
board’s report shall be made within 
three months and contain recoinmen- 
dations ‘according to the merits and 
substantial justice of the case,” which 
shall be published. 

The prohibition section makes it & 
misdemeanor punishable with s1X 
months’ imprisonment for any person 
who “knowingly and wilfully, by phys- 
ical force or threats or intimidation,” 
obstructs or retards the passage of the 
United States mail or the orderly 
movement of interstate or foreign com- 
merce, or the make-up or disposition 
of any train. 

The military necessity section pro- 
vides that in case of “actual, or tureat- 
ened war, insurrection or invasion, or 
any emergency requiring the transpor- 
tation of troops, military equipment 
and supplies of the United States,” the 
president, when public safety requires, 
may take possession of necessary parts 
of telegraph and telephone lines and 
railroads and draft their officers and 
employees into the federal service. Any 
damage sustained in this connection 
would be assessed by the interstate 
commerce commission, 

Any person refusing to be drafted 
or who injures or destroys such prop- 
erty or interferes with its use when 
in federal hands would be subject to 
five years’ imprisonment. 


SENATE AMENDMENT 
ATTACKED BY HOWARD 


Washington, February 9.—(Special.) 
Representative William Schley Howard 
convulsed the house in attacking the 
senate amendment which proposed to 
have representatives put their secre- 
taries on the regular pay roll. 

“Far be it from me to reflect on the 
august body that sits at the other end 
of the avenue,” said Mr. Howard. “I 
would not say a word about their ex- 
travagances—I do not even know they 
are extravagant. I would not mention 
here the little luxuries they permit 
themselves, the free shaves, mineral 
water and violet toilet water and 
baths. 

“The peeets of the country are not 
fooled about this situation. They know 
that ninety per cent of the legislative 
brains of the country are at this end 
of the capitol. The house is the clear- 
ing house of all legislation.” 

Speaking of the amendment to reduce 
each representative to $1,500 a year 
for clerk hire, Mr. Howard continued: 

“The eople want efficiency. The 
people of my district will not begrudge 
me an adequate amount to get an ef- 
ficient clerk to help me take care of 
their business. I never had to have any 
guardian appointed for me and am not 
going to begin it now. If I cannot 
spend $2,000 that is entrusted to tine, 
I ought not to be on the appropriations 
committee that votes to spend millions 
of dollars. 

“Two-thirds of the members of this 
house are not thirty seconds ahead of 
the sheriff bearing a civil process,” 
said Mr. Howard, amid shouts of 
laughter. “They are poor men. This 
used to be called the Millionaires’ club, 
but it is that no longer. Today it is

Atlanta Club Gives Bril- 
liant Banquet Friday Night 
in Honor of International 
President Arch Klumph. 


——__ --— 


With more than 159 enthusiastic ho- 
tarians and a number of guests’ pres- 
ent at a dinner given last night in hon- 
or of Arch C. Klumph, international! 
president of hotary, the Atlanta Ro- 
tary club outlined in part the program 
nrovided for the convention which 
meets here in June. Judging from the 
tentative programs and the spirit dis- 
nlaved once again will Atlanta prove 
that she is the Convention City of the 
Southeast. 

The dinner Friday night at the Pied- 
mont hotel was principally as an en- 
tertainment for the international presi- 
dent: Frank. Mulholland, past presi- 
dent and chairman of the prograin 
committee for the coming convention, 
Allen PD. Albert, also a past president 
of the organization, and Chesley Per- 
rv, of Chicago, international secre- 
tary. There were a number of honor 
guests aside from the officials of the 
chief among whom was ‘Senator 
John H. Bankhead, of Alabama, who 
in Atlanta for the meeting of the 
Bankhead Highway association. 

Leader in Business World. 

Aside from being president of the 
greatest civic organization of the 
world, Mr. Klumph is also president of 
steamer line, a bank and a iumber 
company. His ability as an executive 
plainly proven by his great work 
with the Rotarians and his great pop- 
ularity. Mr. Klumph made an address 
at the dinner in which he outlined the 
reasons for choosing Atlanta as the 
1917 convening place of International 
Rotary. , 

“There will be more than 3,000 Ro- 
tarians from all the English-speaking 
world at the 1917 convention, and it is 
going to be the greatest in the nistory 
of Rotary,” was the prediction of the 
president. “‘There are three essentials 
to the success of such a convention: 
Comfort, entertainment and the pro- 
gram. These are all provided for and 
I feel sure that in the hands of the 
southern gentlemen, the Rotary club 
will enjoy in Atlanta such a reception 
as it has never before seen.” 

Mayor Candler was on the program 
for an address of welcome to the visi- 
tors, but found it impossible to attend. 
His place was filled by Mell R. Wil- 
kinson, who, in the name of the city 
and of Rotary, welcomed the guests. 

Allen Albert Speaks. 

Allen D. Albert, the immediate Past 
president of the organization, made the 
next address, choosing for his subject 
“Prophecies.” 

Mr. Albert unfolded the plans, the 
expectations and the goals of Rotary. 
He stressed the fact that “Service” and, 
Rotary were synonomous. Emphasiz- 
ing his remarks on service, Mr. Albert 
called attention to the crisis which 
America now faces and said that in 
the event of hostilities with Germany 


the principle of Rotary would be well 
demonstrated. 

‘But there is one thing especially at 
this juncture,” declared the past presi- 
dent, “which should bring itself forci- 
bly to the attention of all Hotarians 
and all American citizens; that is the 
embarassing predicament of approxi- 
mately 12,000,000 people of German 
blood in America. If there is another 
war there will be as much _ credit 
brought to the American flag by men 
in whose veins flows German blood as 
by any men in whose veins flows the 
blood of any other nationality. They, 
as are we, are Americans, and if the 
call comes, they will respond.” 

Mr. Abbert was followed by: Frank L. 
Mulholland, also a past president of 
the organization, and who spoke on 
the program which had been outlined 
for the coming convention. Mr. Mul- 
holland called particular attention to 
the record of Atlanta as a convention 
city and disclosed some of the plans 
which the program committee had ar- 
ranged. 

Chesley R. Perry, secretary, spoke on 
“Service,” and showed the manner in 
which Rotary has made itself famous 
by filling up the gaps left by civic and 
commercial organizations in cities over 
the world. Mr. Perry related the story 
of the remarkable growth of Rotary 
since its organization as a private en- 
terprise in Chicago in 1905. 

Senator Bankhead, a _ distinguished 
guest of the occasion, spoke to the Ko- 
tarians on the subject of the great 
trans-continental highway, and touched 
on the international crisis, declaring 
that not a man in Washington was 
willing today to state that the United 
States and Germany would come to 
war. He declared that he did not ex- 
pect such a move, but that in case it 
became necessary congress stood ready 
to open up the treasury of the nation 
for defense purposes, and that every 
man in Washington would stand 
squarely behind Wilson. Senator Bank- 
head has been in congress for thirty 
consecutive years, twenty of which 
were spent in the house and the balance 
in the senate. 

Albert S. Adams, chairman of the 
1917 convention executive committee, 
made the final address of the occasion.
